WASHINGTON The Obama administration on Tuesday welcomed 
Afghan President Hamid Karzai’s agreement to a second round 
vote after a U.N. commission, citing fraud or coercion, threw 
out nearly a third of the ballots cast for him in the Aug. 20 
election. 

Karzai, who was under heavy U.S. pressure to accept the U.N. 
findings, was “ensuring a credible process for the Afghan people 
which results in a government that reflects their will,” President 
Obama said in a statement. 

The next round will take place Nov. 7. 

“President Karzai’s constructive actions established an important 
precedent for Afghanistan’s new democracy,” Obama said. “The 
Afghan constitution and laws are strengthened by President Karzai’s 
decision, which is in the best interests of the Afghan people.” 

Secretary of State Hillary Clinton welcomed Karzai’s 
announcement as a boost for Afghan democracy. She made no 
direct mention of the fraudulent Karzai votes that were thrown

Facing the worst financial crisis of his 20-year 
tenure, Mayor Daley plans to slash city fund- 
ing for Venetian Night, a festival that his father 
started as mayor more than 50 years ago. 

In his failed push to bring the 2016 Summer 
Olympics to Chicago, Daley had emphasized 
the importance of raising the city’s profile as a 
destination for tourists. 

But according to budget documents given to 
aldermen Tuesday, the mayor will propose cut- 
ting the budget for the Chicago Convention 
and Tourism Bureau due to a 17 percent fall in 
hotel tax revenues. 

The documents also suggest there will be 
“city arts and other program reductions.” 

Daley is scheduled to present his new bud- 
get proposal to the City Council on Wednesday. 
Not everyone will be happy with his plans for 
bridging a $520 million deficit. 

“We shouldn’t cut off our nose to spite our 
face,” said Ald. Robert Fioretti (2nd). “We need 
to keep attracting people to Chicago. Wasn't 
that the real purpose of the Olympic bid?” 

Venetian Night has been held on the lake- 
front every summer since 1959, and it now 
attracts more than 500,000 people for a boat 
parade and fireworks show. 

The city is cutting its funding, however, 
because of declines in sponsorship and ticket 
sales revenue, according to the budget docu- 
ments from the mayor’s office. 

At anews conference Tuesday, Daley declined 
to discuss details of his budget proposal before 
Wednesday. 

Daley already has indicated that tax, fee and 
fine increases are off the table and wants city 
workers to take 24 unpaid days off next year.

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MAN CONVICTED OF 
BROWN’S CHICKEN

LIFE IN PRISON

James Degorski’s life was spared Tuesday by 
two jurors who refused to impose the death 
penalty on him for the murders of seven 
workers at the Brown’s Chicken restaurant 
in Palatine in 1993. 

The verdict left some of the victim’s rela- 
tives disappointed, but all were thankful that 
their 16-year-ordeal had come to some kind of 
closure. 

“It’s very hard to put into words your feel- 
ings,” said Robert Mennes, whose brother, 
Thomas Mennes, was one of the two victims 
whom Degorski allegedly admitted to per- 
sonally slaying.

sibility of parole—that’s what I was kind of 
hoping for,” Mennes said. “But seeing that 
James Degorski is the one that killed my 
brother Tom, I was more toward the death 
penalty. But it’s going to have to do for now.” 

The jury—which returned a guilty verdict 
last month after deliberating for less than 
an hour and a half—spent much of Tuesday 
afternoon in sometimes-heated debate as 
those in favor of a death sentence wrangled 
with the two who held out for life in prison. 

One of the two who held out for life had 
been an alternate but was added to the jury 
just last week when a juror withdrew because 
of a family health emergency. 

In a twist of fate, the defense had tried to 
block that juror, Pablo Laboy, from decid- 
ing Degorski’s fate because of comments he 
made weeks ago during jury selection that 
appeared to be pro-death penalty. 

On ‘Tuesday, Degorski’s lawyers asked 
Circuit Judge Vincent Gaughan for a mistrial, 
citing Laboy’s statement that he would lean

toward imposing a death sentence on some- 
one who killed multiple victims. 

The motion was denied, and Laboy, 31, 
proved to be a defense ally. A man in his mid- 
to late-20s also refused to impose death. 

In an interview, Laboy said he was moved 
by testimony about Degorski’s horrible 
upbringing by an abusive father. 

“T know that’s not an excuse for what he 
did,” Laboy said. “He was probably mentally 
not there.” 

The fact that Degorski will spend the rest 
of his life in prison was a bitter result for 
many of the victims’ relatives. 

After the verdict was read, many of them held 
each other in tight embraces as they waited ina 
stuffy room set aside for media interviews. 

Diane Clayton, mother of Marcus Nellsen, 
sobbed, looked up and clutched her arms. 

When it was her turn to speak, Clayton 
closed her eyes and choked back tears. She 
said Degorski deserved death. “I don’t think 
his life should have been spared.”

“Something’s Wrong” campaign. 

Banner, who was born in Chicago before 
growing up in Mississippi, is making a video for 
“Something’s Wrong,” a track that features local 
rhymers including Twista, Rhymefest and Naledge 
all speaking against community violence. 

The song—which Banner said was inspired 
by watching cell phone footage of the recent 
beating death of Fenger High School student 
Derrion Albert—is aimed at raising awareness

of issues affecting young victims of violence. 
Banner, founder of Heal the Hood foundation, 
which supports inner-city issues, said he wants 
to work to help communities and has done so 
before becoming a rapper, but doesn’t expect all 
music artists to join the fight. 

“Why is it that America places the blame and 
wants all the help from young black men who 
truly don’t have much power in the first place?” 
Banner said during a one-on-one interview with 
RedEye in advance of collecting exterior shots 
of the city for use in the video.

Bank of America N.A. and a group of lend- 
ers have moved to foreclose on the retail and 
transit portion of the mixed-use development 
at 108 N. State St., claiming Chicago developer 
Joseph Freed and Associates LLC has exceeded 
the planned project costs by $34 million and is 
in default on its mortgage, according to a law- 
suit filed in Cook County Circuit Court on 
Monday. 

Freed disclosed the dispute on Tuesday, call- 
ing the banks’ steps a “misguided action that 
could halt the project” and warned if the four- 
story shopping mall project shuts down now, it 
“will be near-impossible to restart,” according 
toa company press release. Freed took over the 
project, which has gone through many develop- 
ers over the decades, in April 2007. 

The clash not only creates another road- 
block for the long troubled project, but could 
squelch the burgeoning retail scene on State 
Street where Block 37 had been hailed as Water 
Tower Place south. The lawsuit charges that 
Freed owes $128.5 million on a $205 million 
loan. Bank of America is the biggest lender 
among the group with $65 million of the $205 
million loan.

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Asked ina light-hearted manner Tuesday ifit’s 
in the realm of possibility Derrick Rose could 
miss the 2009-10 season completely, Bulls 
coach Vinny Del Negro forced a weak smile. 

“That’s not even funny,” Del Negro said. 

The tongue-in-cheek question followed 
the most confusing 12 hours of a very con- 
fusing 19 days regarding Rose’s injury. 

Late Monday, Del Negro first said it’s in 
the realm of possibility Rose could miss the 
Oct. 29 season opener against San Antonio, 
reversing his answer to the same question 
from three days earlier. Then Del Negro 
backtracked a bit, and Rose added there’s 
“no way” he would miss the game. 

Then Tuesday morning, Rose revealed he 
suffered a minor setback when he woke up 
with pain after running for 20 to 30 minutes 
on Monday. 

The official injury is soreness in and fluid 
on the posterior tibialis tendon behind 
Rose’s right ankle. 

“When it first happened, I had no chance 
to play,” Rose said. “But the fluid is gone. It’s 
just sore.” 

Team sources consistently have said the 
medical and training staffs merely are tak- 
ing a safe and cautious approach with the 
franchise player. 

But even Del Negro is stumped by the 
length of Rose’s absence. Rose suffered the 
injury in the Oct. 2 exhibition opener when 
a Pacers player stepped on the back of Rose’s 
raised right foot. 

“Tt’s taking a little longer than I think 
anybody anticipated, especially Derrick,” 
Del Negro said. “If he’s not feeling tremen- 
dously better in the next couple of days, he 
wontt play Friday.” 

Rose reiterated his belief he won't miss 
the opener and said he would make a strong 
push to play even limited minutes Friday.

Black Keys’ Patrick Carney 
gathers up a batch of drummers 
for his new group Drummer 


By Scott Thill 

As the powerhouse drummer for Ohio blues-rock 
duo the Black Keys, Patrick Carney already has his 
work cut out for him. But he’s taken on much more 
as the indie mogul behind Audio Eagle Records and 
the architect of Drummer, a group comprised of his 
Akron pals from other bands, who all at one point 
were actually drummers. (In the new band, Carney 
plays bass.) Yet it’s not really work, in the conven- 
tional sense, as the title of Drummer’s debut effort 
“Feel Good Together” instructs. 

Still, don’t think Carney’s side projects have taken 
away from the band that made him famous: The 
Black Keys already are working on their next album, 
the follow-up to their excellent 2008 collabora- 
tion with Danger Mouse, “Attack and Release.” 
Fortunately, Carney, 29, is an able multitasker like 
the rest of his Drummer bandmates, who are moon- 
lighting on different instruments and churning out 
atmospheric space rock in the process. 


How’s it going, dude? You sound spent. 

My dad’s 6oth b-day was last night, and all of us got 
tipsy. I drove straight to Akron from New York City 
for it, so now my eyes look like I just ate a bag of 
crystal meth. 


Excellent! So what made you decide to form an Ohio 
supergroup? 

I was bored off my ass and going through a lot of 
weird personal s***, including a divorce. So it was 
to get my mind off of that. I called up [singer/key- 
boardist Steve Clements], and we started talking. 
We picked our friends who were really talented and 
then wrote and recorded from February to June. 


How about the music? I saw shoegaze mentioned 
on your MySpace. 

Since Jamie [Stillman] is capable of shredding the 
guitar, early discussion about the music involved 
keeping the shredding to a minimum.

as much space in the music as possible, 

but to also make it dense. I’m a huge fan of 
Pavement and early Modest Mouse. We're all 
into My Bloody Valentine, Cocteau Twins and 
Dead Can Dance. 


The title, “Feel Good Together,” seems 
instructive. 

My goal for the band is to have fun. Obviously, 
if everyone literally feels good about doing 
something with their talent, then it’s awe- 
some. I think we’ll make another record, 
without a doubt. But 

I like to set goals that 
are reasonable: For this 
band, our goal was to 
have a record out this 
fall. I knew it would be 
the only time for a year where I would have 
an open schedule, because my priority is com- 
pletely with the Keys.

disc, “Station.” Where the previous album had songs that sometimes took too long to get 
going (patience is a virtue, but not when the structure becomes formulaic), “Geneva” offers 
tracks (such as the hard-hitting title track and the amplified "70s rock of “Malko”) that hit the 
ground running and find a different structure than just quiet-quiet-quiet-loud-LOUD!

And now we’re 
divorcing. It’s all Sleater-Kinney’s fault. Their 
condom jinxed my life!

Anew drinking show anda 
longtime favorite generate ... buzz 


By Rebecca Palmore 

It’s no revelation that booze and drama go hand in hand. But 
some theater producers are taking that relationship to a whole 
new level. Enter the Pub Theater’s long-running sketch show, 
“Bye Bye Liver: The Chicago Drinking Play,” and “Death 
Toll: A drinking game performance,” a Halloween sketch and 
BYOB improv show opening Friday in a limited run at the 
Cornservatory. As with all things boozy, we decided to take a 
closer look at this shared theme. Here’s what Byron Hatfield, 
the creator, director and producer of “Bye Bye Liver,” and 
Robert Bouwman, Corn Productions co-founder and “Death 
Toll” ringleader, had to say about their, uh, spirited shows. 


What are the drinking rules? 

Byron Hatfield, “Bye Bye Liver”: There are two characters that 
run the show: the bartender and the waitress. ... They guide 
the audience, guide the action, set the tone, set the pacing of 
the show. We don’t actually encourage people to drink. 
Robert Bouwman, “Death Toll”: [The idea was that] for every 
time someone died on stage, the audience would take a drink. 
... We’re gonna have a big sign, like an applause sign, but it’s 
going to say “Drink” on it. ... And there’s plenty of death. 


Is there a high or low potential for drunken outbursts at your 
show? 

BH: Low. People come to drink and stay to laugh. 

RB: High. I think we’re ready to combat it. Or go with it. 
[Laughs} 


Will people fall out of their chairs from laughter or public 
drunkenness? 

BH: Laughter. Indeed. We are the gateway drug to theater. 
RB: I would say that because they’re already loose from the 
liquor, they will laugh harder. We have a motto at Corn: The 
drunker you are, the funnier we are. 


What should you eat before the show? 

BH: You want to eat something light, but not too much of 
something.

Just because your love for that special some- 
one is growing doesn’t mean your belly 
should. 

Next time you're on a dinner date or sim- 
ply snacking, keep in mind calories from 
appetizers, entrees, dessert and drinks all 
can add up, said Mary Russell, registered 
dietitian and Nutrition Services director at 
the University of Chicago Medical Center. 

“The worst thing would be to starve all 
day and use your calories for dinner. You'd 
go overboard,” she said. 

So what should you order ona date so you 
don’t rack up the calories that can lead to 
weight gain? 

» Avoid appetizers that are fried, such as 
fried calamari, Russell said. Opt for the 
cheese and crackers platter to get calcium, 
protein-rich mussels, or a salad with 
dressing on the side. Clear soups are better 
than creamy ones because they have fewer 
calories. 

» Eat entrees that have no more than 600 
calories, Russell said. Half of the plate 
should be full of vegetables and the rest 
should be protein and starch, she said. A 
grilled entree doesn’t have that many calo- 
ries unless it’s a huge two-pound steak, and 
plain rice is better for you than fried rice. 
“Tf you choose lasagna or fried chicken and 
french fries and cold slaw with mayo dress- 
ing, you'll get more calories than if you had 
broiled chicken, baked potato with small 
amount of sour cream and vegetables,” she 
said. 

» Share desserts. Sorbet and fruit are the 
healthiest options. And it’s OK to skip des- 
sert. “Usually when you're done eating, you 
don’t need dessert. When you're trying to 
linger, you can always get coffee,” Russell 
said. 

» Stay clear of mixed drinks. A pina colada 
can rack up the calories because of the 
coconut cream init, Russell said. A 4-ounce 
glass of white or red wine can be 100 to 120 
calories. Be sure to limit it to one to two 
glasses, and drink water to stay hydrated, 
she said. 

» Munch on raw veggies, fruit or nuts when 
snacking, Russell said. Even pita chips are 
better than potato chips.

Your live-in relationship 
could be expanding your waistline

Erin Atkinson doesn’t think it’s a coincidence that she gained weight 
since moving in with her boyfriend in Wrigleyville. 

She swapped thin crust veggie pizza for deep dish with sausage, 
traded baked chips for regular Doritos and ditched her gym work- 
outs for dinners with him. 

Over two years, she gained 20 pounds. 

“I noticed that it was happening, but it was one of those things I 
didn’t put it as a priority as soon as I should've,” the 25-year-old said. 
“I could go to the gym after work,” she said, “or I could come home 
and spend time” with her boyfriend. 

Living with a significant other can lead to escalating numbers on 
the scale, recent research shows. The reason, dietitians say, is couples 
may be eating more and exercising less. 

Greasy takeout and all those calorie-filled romantic dinners with 
appetizers, entrees, desserts and bottles of wine can add up. Snuggle 
time can overtake gym time. Before you know it, your pants are too 
tight and you're stuck in a weight-gain rut. Plus, it can do a number 
on your sex life, according to at least one author. 

And bad news, ladies: Women seem to have it worse than men. 
Unmarried women who live with their partners have a 63 percent 
increased risk of becoming obese, according to a University of North 
Carolina study published this year. But unmarried men living with 
their significant others showed no increased risk, said Natalie The, 
one of the researchers who conducted the study. 

Married women and men are twice as likely to become obese com- 
pared to their dating counterparts, the study found. 

The risk for people living together whether they're married or not 
is greatest between the first and second year of living together for 
men and after the first year of living together for women, she said. 

So how does it happen? 

Jenna Bergen, author of “Your Big Fat Boyfriend: How to Stay 
Thin When Dating a Diet Disaster,” has a theory. 

“You start to spend most of your time with someone who can eat 
more than you,” she said. A guy tends to have a higher metabolism 
and eats more often, and his eating habits soon become hers. 

When fattening snacks she would never buy are made available, 
there’s a greater chance of munching on them, she said. And all it 
takes is 500 extra calories a day for a week to equal a pound of fat, 
she said.

with somebody or are married, you're more likely to pick up on those 
bad habits,” said Elizabeth Ehorn, a licensed dietitian nutritionist at 
Lakeview Center for Psychotherapy, who has seen couples in therapy 
dealing with weight issues. 

Ayear into living with his partner, Paul Ketz, 32, noticed his weight 
started to go up. “I think it was going out too much and not working 
out— enjoying food too much and not going to the gym,” he said. 

The Lakeview couple, now together for 10 years, used to order take- 
out at least three times a week because of their busy schedules. 

“Grabbing something seemed easier than going through the has- 
sle of cooking and doing the dishes,” Ketz, a paralegal, said. “We only 
have two hours at home hanging out so we don’t want to spend that 
time cooking and the rest of the time doing dishes.” 

Committed couples can become less active compared to people 
who are actively dating and trying different things, said Dawn 
Jackson Blatner, a registered dietitian and spokeswoman for the 
American Dietetic Association. 

“People in relationships or married are more comfortable and casu- 
al and doing the same old dining out and not pushing themselves to 
do more activities,” she said. 
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Packing on the pounds can lead to self- 
esteem issues, affecting intimacy. Weight gain 
can cause you to feel more tired, having less 
energy to spend with your honey. And that can 
impact what happens behind bedroom doors. 
“The more active you are, the more time you're 
going to spend in the bedroom together, and 
the more satisfying the sex will be,” Bergen 
said. 

When it reached a point two years ago where 
Ketz had gained 60 pounds and his partner Peter 
Godard put on 20, they decided to go to the gym 
and seek the help of a personal trainer together. 

“Something clicked in our heads finally that 
we needed to be healthier and turn it around 
so we wouldn't have health problems down the 
road,” Ketz said. 

So far, Ketz has lost 70 pounds and Godard 
has shed 20. 

Hitting the gym together has been motivating 


them to stick with an exercise routine, Godard, 
33, said. “It’s much easier to have somebody else 
drag you to the gym on days you don’t feel like 
going,” he said. 

Anne Gibson, 33, found it hard to balance 
working out and hanging out with her boyfriend 
of four months. Since after work was the only 
time she could see him, exercise was replaced by 
dinners out, she said. Until he got her to start 
running with him. 

“More than anything, it’s a way to spend time 
together,” Gibson, an interior designer who lives 
in the South Loop, said. “We end up running for 
an hour or so and talking for the whole time. It’s 
a nice way to catch up.” 

Exercising together can cause a lifestyle 
change for the couple. “You plan what you eat 
and what the activities are because you're both 
working out,” said Scott D’Agnostino, 39, a res- 
taurant owner in Wrigleyville.

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Atkinson recently signed her and her boy- 
friend up for a softball league to be more active 
to combat the calorie build-up from drinking 
alcohol and eating out for dinner. 

Still, she takes it a step further and tries to eat 
healthier foods. She does the grocery shopping 
alone so she can get ground turkey instead of 
beef, skim milk instead of whole and light salad 
dressing instead of regular. That way, she can be 
healthy, and he can’t complain if she does the 
cooking and shopping, she said. 

Her boyfriend, Jon Collier, has noticed the 
changes in the refrigerator. “She tried to get 
me to eat healthier, and I try to get her to eat 
the crap that I eat,” said Collier, 25, a market- 
ing rep. 

“At least one of us is concerned about being 
healthy, and it’s probably a good thing and maybe 
itll rub off on me.”

Steer clear of piling on 
extra pounds with these tips. 


Avoid elastic waistbands. 

“They are way too forgiving 
and it’s very easy to pack on pounds 
without noticing,” said Dawn 
Jackson Blatner, a registered 
dietitian and spokeswoman for the 
American Dietetic Association. 
Instead, wear fitted clothes. 


Snuggle without nibbling. 

“That mindless munching and 
late-night eating is really going to 
negatively impact someone's 
waistline,” Blatner said. 


Indulge in foodless fun. Try 

to find activities to do together 
that don't revolve around food, such 
as playing tennis or taking a dance 
class together, Blatner said. Think 
about what activities you did when 
you were single, bring them to the 
relationship and start new traditions, 
such as running together, she said. If 
couples do activities together, it'll 
allow them to spend time together 
and strengthen the relationship, said 
Elizabeth Ehorn, a licensed dietitian 
nutritionist at Lakeview Center for 
Psychotherapy. 


Get creative for dates and 

make them active, such as 
going on hikes together. Dates can 
be more than just dinner anda 
movie. “Even if you're outside, it’s 
away from the food,” said Jenna 
Bergen, author of “My Big Fat 
Boyfriend: How to Stay Thin When 
Dating a Diet Disaster.” 


Try to stick to your exercise 

routine, Bergen said, even if it 
means planning to work out in the 
morning so you can spend your 
nights together. 


Learn to share food. Splitting

This past weekend, I visited an apple orchard serving spiced apple 
cider. Spicy, sweet and warm, it was the perfect beverage to celebrate a 
cool autumn day. The flavors reminded me very much of another sea- 
sonal favorite: mulled or spiced wine. 

Mulled wine is usually associated with the Christmas holiday and 
frigid December temperatures, but its similarity to spiced cider made 
me think it could be the perfect thing to serve for this time of year 
as well. Mulled wine originally came about as a way to make bad wine 
palatable by adding spices and sugar to cover up the off flavors. Today, 
it is a huge holiday tradition in Scandinavian countries and in Germany 
where it is known as Glogg and Gluhwein, respectively. 

Both Glogg and Gluhwein are made by heating red wine with cin- 
namon, vanilla, cloves, fruits and sometimes almonds and raisins. The 
resulting aromas and flavors are very reminiscent of autumn staples, 
such as baked apple pie and spiced pumpkin. 

If you are spending time in the yard or entertaining a Halloween 
crowd, I suggest whipping up a batch of mulled wine to get into the 
spirit of the season. This also could be a good opportunity to use up 
half-empty bottles of red wine or something really inexpensive that you 
have lying around. This recipe can be customized according to your 
own tastes, but take extreme caution to not boil the wine!
